Are Spent in Examining Features of 
Interest—Creamery, Brewery, Stock 
Yards, Abbatoir and Farms Visited 
—The Delegates Delighted With 
Exerything and Express Surprise 


Saturduy's delayed train brought to 
town probably the best deputation on 
immigration that has ever paid a visit 
to Alberta and their experience so far 
since their arrival in Calgary has 
impressed them very strongly with 
the advantages which Alberta presents 
to settlers, The delegates are Messrs, 
Fraser, Hoffner, Cooper, Wilson, 
Lank, Bricker, Fife, Jackson, Gardi- 
ner and Goodman, all from Kansas, 
and each representing from 25 to 100 
families who from representations 
made by the Dominion immigration 
agents working in that locality, bave 
sent forward experienced and_practi- 
cal men to spy out the land, If their 
report corroborates the statements 
the agents, a large number 
of families will leave theirhomes there 
and settle in Alberta some time 
this spring, some in the fall, and others 
next spring when they can best dis- 
pose of their belongings where they 
now are, : : 

C. W. Speers, of the immigration 
department. was in charge of the 
party, and after dinner at the Queen's 
hotel, 
took them round to show what Cal- 
gary had to present. In the absence 
of{jJ. R. Sutherland, land agent, Wm, 
Pearce, of the Land Board, conducted 
the party first to

beef steers which had been brought 
down from the north whichastonished 
the visitors, particularly when they 
were assured that they bad never been 
fed grain of any kind or fodder, but 
praitie hay, and after thorough ex- 
amination they pronounced them to 
be superior to cattle fed on corn and 
hay 1n their country up to what they 
call half fed. 

They next visited the abbatoir, 
where P. Burns & Co. are slaughtering 
cattle for the Kootenay market. Here 
they saw 30 or 40 carcases of prairie 
fed steeis and were surprised to see 
the fat they carried on their kidneys 
and backs, and were still further sur- 
prised to find three and four year old 
steers dressed from 750 to 800 pounds 
ot beef and this in the absence of grain 
feeding. They pronounced these 
cattle to be equal to the

to the cattle fed up especially for 
export. The prairie fed mutton also 
claimed their admiration, __

cholera was totally unknown in this 
country and that hog raising was one 
of the coming industries to men of 
experience in Alberta,

Every farmer should have one, 
Many farmers have old sash lying 
around that would make good Klass 
for ahot bed, Sometimes old storm 
sash ca" , obtained cheaply and they 
answer well, Having selected your 
sash, ke a frame to suit it. Any 
one ha,, uy with tools can make a good 
frame. 

Sometime before you are ready to 
use the hot bed. make up a pile of good 
stable manure (largely horse manure) 
large enough to coyer the entire 
bottom of the intended hot bed 18 
inches ae Let it heat & few days 
then turn itover and let it heat an- 
other week, Now make up a bed of 
this manure 18 inches deep and a foot 
larger ail round than the size of your 
trame: water and Sremp it down solid, 
Place the frame upon it and bank u 
around the manure and frame wi 
more manure, On top of the manure 
in the frame put in five inches of fine 

arden mould, no matter if it is frozen 
t will soon thaw out, If you can’t 
get that, go tothe woods an some 
nice leaf mould. Put on the glass 
and allow the hot bed to work off its 
excessive heat. Place a thermometer 
in the soil and when the temperature 
remains constant at 80 de the 
ground can be got ready for sowing 
and the seed putin, If the tempera- 
ture is too high wait until it cools 
down or the plants will be burned out, 

Sow radishes and lettuce for the 
first crop; cabbage, cauliflower, toma-

his condition of affairs at 
Ottawa canuot tail to challenge 
the attention ot the electorate.

system. But now it seems that 
this was not nearly enough for the 
men upon whose support the 
Ministers depend for their con- 
tinuance in office. They are 
entirely dissatisfied at the little 
that hasSbeen done, and have 
taken the extreme step of sending 
the torch to the country in an 
endeavor to arouse faithful 
Gritism the Dominion over to serve 
a demand upen the Ministers to 
set the headsman at work again. 
Nor is it any little local complaint 
by a few constituencies, The 
whole party appears to be furious 
at the sight of Tories still “feeding 
at the public crib.” Plainly we 
are to have the ‘spoils system” up 
to the limit if the Liberal parlia- 
‘mentary party bas ita way.

BLACK LEG 


John Flinders of Clear Crepk, 
Montana, gives the following as a 
good cure and a snre preventiv 
for blackleg: The turpentine 
and blue stone, sometimes called 
vitriol, and to half a pint of tur- 
pentine add a piece of blue stone 
the size of a hen's egg. Thoraughly 
pulverize the latter before adding. 
Then take ka common clothes line 
and cut it into pieces six or eight 
inches long and saturate them 
with the solution. Cut a slit in 
the dulap of the animal to be 
treated about an inch and a halt 
long and tie the prepared clothes 
line through it, also throw a little 
of the solution in the cut, Mr. 
Flinders says he has used the 
remedy for years and has never 
lost an animal after treating it. 
He recommends that calves should 
be treated before they become 
yearlings and is so positive of the 
efficiency of the treatment that 
he said he would not be afraid to 
guarantee to replace every critter 
lost after using it.

AMATEUR! CHAMPION SKATER 
OF THE WORLD 


Has Arrived in the City He Performs 
In the Curling Rink To-Night 
in His Fancy, Fast and Stilt 
Skating Some Wonderful Feats 
Will be Witnessed— Don't Miss It 

Perhaps the most noted person in 


winter sporting circles is the subject of 
our sketch, Mr. J. K. McCulloch, the 


Winnipeg fast skater. He has lately 
returned from the east where 
he won for the third time 


allthe American championship races, 
and has been persuaded to takea trip 
west giving exhibitions in a few ot the 
larger places while the ice lasts. 

To say that McCulloch is an Athlete 
is drawing it mildly. An extract from 
the Popular Science Monthly on the 
anatomy of a speed skater, written by 
Dr. Tait MeKkenzie of McGill Univer- 
sity, says: As askater McCulloch is 
supreme, vet his achievements as a 
jumper, sprinter, bicyclist, oarsman, 
or canoeist would be sufficient to make 
a reputation for most men, He start- 
ed winning honorsin athletics at the 
age of 10 years and it is quite safe to 
say that no individual person in Can, 
ada has won as many medals and 
honor prizes. He won the second 
place in the all around athletic com 
petition for Canada in 1884 and held 
the championship tor all distances on 
the wheel until he retired from that 
sport three years ago. Few persons 
with McOulloch’s ability have been 
contented to remain in the amateur 
class, as he has done, preferring rather 
to make large sums of money betting, 
than work for honor prizes. 

In the skating arena McCulloch won 
his first race at nine years and at the 
age of 14 he competed for and won the 
championship of Manitoba for all dis- 
tances speed skating, and for fancy 
skating as well. He took a prominent | 
part in roller skating during the craze 
for that sport, winning the Canadian 
championship and never losing a race. | 

In 1893 he won the 1,5 and 10 mile 
races which proclaimed him champion 
of American ice, beating Neilspn (the 
present professional champion of the 
world) Johnston, Davidson, Rudd and 
Donahue. 

The same year he swept everything 
on the Canadian beard for 2 und 
fancy skating. In 1897, at Mentreal. 
Mr. J. McCulloch won the medal 
which entitles him to the honor of 
being the champion skater of the 
world. It was necessary in order to 
claim this honor to win three out of 
four events, and he defeated such 
competitors as Syler (European cham; 
pion), Lordal, Nass und Letts, besides 
a number of less distinguished Euro- 
pean and American cracks, in the 
1.000, 5,000 and 10,000 meter races, He 
was defeated by Nass in the £90 metre, 
the only race he lost. This winter at 
Poughkeepsie he won the champion- 
ship of Ameticaagain. While in New 
York he gave an exhibition of speed 
and figure skating, and had the largest 
audience that ever gathered in the 
Orystal Palace rink, over 8.0% 
andi it is safe to say that twice tbat 
number were unable to secure admis- 
sion, His skating caused almost as 
great a sensation as Jenny Lind’s 
singing of old, Shopkeepers advertised 
the McCulloch 
hat, the McCulloch coat; McCulloch 
badges were worn, andan enterprising 
millinery establishment. had the Me- 
Culloch ladies’ belts for sale. Honorary 
banquets were tendered to him by 4 
number of the best athletic clubs; 
illustrated papers published cuts of 
him and their sporting columns were 
not complete unless they had an 
interview with McCulloch. 

The champion is 29 years old, stands 
five feet eight inches high, and in 
training weight, Ieh pounds, Hes a 
very unassuming gentleman, carrying 
his honors modestly, and is 2 
ready to give kindly advice to the 
young aspirant. 

It is to be hoped that the Calgary 
people will give Mr. McCulloch a fit- 
ting reception for the honors he 
brought to Canada.

McCulloch Makes a Hit at the Curziag 
Rink—A Large House and A First- 
Class Exhibition. 


Those who did not attend the Curl- 
ing rink Monday missed the greatest 
treat in the skating line that has ever 
visited the city. bout 400 were in 
attendance to witness the “Great 
McCuiloch, and all appeared high 
pleased and thoroughly satisfied wit! 
his unique exhibition. The bund was 
in attendance, and in the early part 
of the eyening the public enjoyed 
themselves skating to the strains of 
music, Promptiy at the hour adver- 
tised the ice was cleared and Mr. 
McCulloch appeared and gave bis 
exhibition of fancy skating. The ease 
and graco and remarkably good time 
with which he performed the different 
figures was remarkable and elicited 
frequent outbursts ot applause from 
the spectators. For twenty minutes 
he entertained the fathering by per- 
forming the most difficult figures. 

He then entered his dressing room 
to change his skates and in a few 


moments reappeared on stilts, which 
elevate! him about 21 inches above 
the ice. He performed a number of 


different tricks which showed to ad- 
vantage the remarkable balancing 
powers he possesses. He did fancy 
skating on these stilis and rounded 
the rink at a brisk pace. 

Four barrels were then placed on 
he ice side by side and Mr. McCulloch 
u mped over them with apparently 
little exertion. 

After all this work Mr. McCulloch 
wasin his dressing room just long 
enough to change his sKates, when he 
appeared again and skated thirteen 
laps against time. This was wp 
to make a mile and was skated in two 
minutes and 2 seconds. A short 
backward dash for four laps was then 
skated by McUulloch which concluded 
the very enjoyable entertainment, 

The curling club members have per- 
suaded Mr. McCulloch to give another 
exhibition tonight, and a race has 
been arranged so as to show the cham- 
pion’s speed to better advantage.

Haultain or any other man should 
consider it a disgrace to cast it up, 
Well, if the money was not disbursed 
in payment for honest labor or charity, 
are we to conclude it was bribery and 
corruption, or for pain services, 
past or prospective? Mr. Haultain 
may take his choice of positions. 
(Cheers), Ido not envy him any of 
them. The only recipients of spoon- 
feeding, which Mr. Ross alluded to, in 
these parts, are the members of the 
Assembly and the employees of the 
Executive. (Hear, heur). In evidence 
ot the waste of publie money. look at 
the system adopted hitherto, A cul- 
vert required repairing—an engineer 
came out to give the joh to someone 
say. for 810. The engineer charged 
$10 for letting the job. The contractor 
got $10 for doing it, aud the engineer 
got another $10 for looking at it when 
it was done. (Cheers). I would like 
Mr. Ross to explain where the settler 
comes in for the pap in this deal. 
(Cheers). 

Mr, Wells was next called upon, and 
in response, he said that he thought 
all lands included in a Statute Labor 
district should not be subject to a tax 
of $1 per section per aunum. In his 
opinion a district should not be super- 
vised by an overseer but by three 
trustees elected by the people for a 
term of one year, Also that the peo- 
ple should be permitted to have the 
work done according to their own 
ideas, and to decide as to the amount 
of work actually required. (Hear, 
hear), He could not agree with the 
ordinance because it had not as its 
object economy. In his district there 
is not much road making to do—$25 
worth of work would cover it all. 
This could be put 8 to contract if the 
people were agreeable, and when the 
work was done it could be inspected 
by the trustees, who would see that 
the district was getting what it id 
for. If by the rate of taxation which he 
had proposed, there was more woney 
than would be required, the surplus 
could be placed in a bank to the 
credit of the district, from which it 
could be taken if any unusual amount 
of work were undertaken, or it could 
be used to lessen the tax of another 
year, (Cheers), 

Mr. Johnson pointed out the gross 
injustice inflicted upon settlers in a 
statute labor district where there is u 
vast amount of unoccupied land, 
which, by the Ordinance, is exempted 
fiom texation, For instance, take a 
district in which there are 12 settlers 
—the minimum number required for 
incor poration—who hold one quarter 
ofa section of land each, or three 
sectionsin all. These settlers would 
be compelled to improve theremaining 
thirty-three sections by making or 
repairing 54 miles of road, though 
they derived no benefit from these 
unoccupied sections and were not 
entitled to any remuneration for im- 
proving them, 

Mr. Mickle was the last speaker, who 
said: I think tbat even a poll tax 
would be preferable ta the tax levied 
by the Ordinance; that it could be 
collected in each district just as a 
school tax is collected and without 
greater expense. IIquite agree with 
the views expressed by the other 
speakers as to the appointinent of 
trustees, and the powers which should 
be exercised by the determining the 
amount of work required, and the 
rate of tax to be levied in order to 
defray the cost of the work, (Ap- 
planse), 

Moved by W. A. Gibson and sec- 
onded by Jobn Murray, that the 
Statute Labor Ordinance be 80 
amended to empower the settlers in u 
statute labor district to elect three 
trustees whose duty it will be to de- 
termine the amount of tax to be levied 
on alllands for the purpose of road 
repuirs, and to collect such tax, and 
who will he responsible for the expend- 
iture of all monies so collected; that 
the maximum amount of taxes to 
collected be limited to $1 per section 

r annum; that the Government

Mr. Gibson said: Gentlemen and Mr. 
Chairman, Lam of_the opinion that 
the Statute Labor Law by the 
1 Assembly, and which is 
being applied to these districts of 
Sprucevale, Springbank and Jumping 

ond, is altogether unworkable, inas- 
much as it vonflicts with the school 
ordinance now existing in these parts. 
Any one law which will conflict with 
another is a law out of which much 
trouble is sure to arnse. Now take 
for example the laws which I have 
just mentioned. You will see how the 
trouble is to arise in the case say of a 
quarter section of land on which a 
school tax is due say for a couple of 
years, and which is assessable accord- 
ing to the Statute Labor Law, for two 
days work, or $2.50 per annum. Now 
to satisfy the clauns of the school dis- 
trict, tho trustees put the land up for 
sale, or rather attempt todo so. en 
the labor district steps in and says the 
land must not be sold for school taxes 
before the value of labor for which the 
land is liable. is settled. There has 
been no provision made for cases of 
this kind, and in consequence there 
must be trouble, (Hear, hear.) 

There is another objection 1 have to 
the act, and itis this: The act is alto- 
gether too arbitrary. It stutes that 
certain work must be done, whether 
it is required or not. The Lax is fixed 
so that you have to perform a certain 
amount of work or give its equivalent 
in cash, If all the land in Springbank 
were taxed at the rate laid down in 
the ordinance, we would have the sum 
of $360; but the land exempted re- 
duces this amount to one third, or to 
$240; $80 of which goes to improve 
C. P. R. land; (Shame.) Half of the 
remainder going to pay the overseer— 
(A voice: Larceny)— and what is left 
for actual improvement. Now this 
tax is far to much, Twenty dollars 
is all that is required to keep the roads 
within this district in repair. 

I think tho settiers should say what 
work will be done. They know what 
is needed here better than Mr. Ross, 
who as far as we know has never seen 
this district. (Hear, hear.) I believe 
too that the positionof overseer should 
be honorary. Another objectionable 
teature of the ordinance 1s, that it 
states thata man cannot be taken 
more than three miles from his home 
to contribute his share of work, I be- 
lieve that to be most unfair, because 
if a man is living on one side of a dis- 
trict and on that particular side there 
is no road making or repairing needed 
but there is on the other side of the 
district, this man goes free simply be- 
cause the work is more than three 
miles away from home; notwithstand- 
ing the fact however that he still re- 
sides in the district, There should be 
a clause inserted in the ordinance, 
that the settlers should not he taxed 
for any more money tha is actually 
required; (hear, hear,) that each dis- 
trict should be empowered to elect 
three trustees, who will determine the 
amount of tax to be levied; that these 
trustees will see that the roads are 
kept in proper repair, aud will be re- 
sponsible for the expenditure of the 
money; that the government will al- 
low to each district an amount on all 
unoccupied lands equal to the amount 
which the settlers will pay on their 
land. (Cheers.) 

The chairmanjthen called upon John 
Murray, who on rising said: Mr, 
Chairman and gentlemen: It is grati- 
fying to see so many settlers here to- 
day to demonstrate their just hostility 
to the obnoxious Statute Labor Law. 
(Cheers, ) I regret very much to 
notice the absence of Mr, Ross, the 
Minister of Public Works, who some 
time ago expressed a desire to have 
the opportunity of meeting the settlers 
to discuss with them the obnoxious 
act, which he has so carefully fostered, 
We are all aware that an invitation 
was extended to him, to be present at 
this mass meeting, and the only ob- 
vious reason I can advance is that his 
“sick infant” which he cancarried in 
his pocket and introduced to the 
settlers of Okotoks, suffered so much 
by the exposure, that if he subjected 
itto the exposure of the stronger 
prairie breezes of this locality, it 
might prove fatal to its existence, and 
as it was developing e many compli- 
cations he thought he bad better hurry 
back to the capital with it and hand it 
over to Nurse Haultain. (Cheers.) 
Now gentlemen, taking Mr. Ross seri- 
ously, he must have formed a very 
small opinion of us, while holding a 
very tall one of himself; for he first 
cuts our heads and then offers us a 
very irritable plaster, and would try 
and persuade us that he is conferring 
a benefit, only we are too lgnorant to 
see or appreciate it. Well that is 
what the Statute Labor Act means to 
us, Ittaxes us excessively, not for 
our own benetit but for syndicate and 
unoccupied government lands, It is 
grossly unjust and arbitrary, as it im- 
poses a tax of $8090 on us, which we 
must pay in cash or kind, to make or 
repair roads, when $109 is more than 
sufficient to keep in repair the roads 
from Calgary to Jumping Pond. (A 
voice: Will do it aH for what we 
will have to pay an overseer.”)

YUKON BILL AND CHARLTON'S 
SUNDAY PAPER ACT 


A DELEGATION OF MINERS 


From the Yukon Are Given a Hearing 
—They Plead for A Chance to 
Live’—The Bill Will Be Hoisted— 
Mr. Bruneau's % Discuss 
ed—No Bounty the Dairymen 


The parliamentary. bill of fare for 
the an week includes the following 
courses: Declaration of the Commons 
that u resignation is not a resignation: 
the slaughter of Mr. Charlton’s Sun- 
day newspaper bill; the rejection of a 
butter bounty resolution; and the 
Yukon Railway bill in the Senate. On 
Monday Mr. Marcotte of Champlain 
asked that the case of Mr, Bruneau of 
Richelieu be taken up. Mr. Bruneau 
a few days before hada dispute with 
Mr. Tarte and Mr. Blair. As n result 
he made up bis mind to quit Parlia- 
ment. The law informed him that he 
could resign hy sending an attested 
notice to the Speaker. 

Mr. Bruneau wrote ont his resigna- 
tion, had it witnessed and sent it to 
the Speaker through the Commons 
mail. The speaker did not open the 
letter until afternoon and in fact he 
did not open it at all, but kept it scal- 
ed until Mr. Bruneau had come and 
got the letter back. For Mr. Bruneau 
repented, and so did Mr. Tarte and Mr, 
Biair, They probably told him that if 
he would take his resignation back, 
11 would be made right. 
While the argument was Roing on 
Speaker Edgar was keeping his mail 
sealed. The law says that the seat 
shall be vacant as soon as the notice is

it says that it is effective when it is 
“tendered.” In this case the resigna- 
tion reached the Speaker's hands, but 
four ministers contended that it was 
not delivered because the Speaker did 
not read it. The question was put to 
a vote and the majority accepted the 
theory that a letter delivered to the 
Speaker ir not delivered, and that a 
resignation is not a resignation. It 
therefore happens that Mr. Bruneau, 
who all one morning went about the 
corridors saying that he was no longer 
a member of Parliament, is sitting as 
a member of partiament. 


THE SENATE ON THE YUKON 


The Senators were debating the 
Stickine railway ail the week. Before 
the debate began the Senators had 
the privilege of hearing from the 
Yukon miners through a delegation of 
three men who have come thousands 
of miles to appeal on behalf of more 
than two thousand working men in 
the Klondike country. The three 
men of the region of eternal frost beg- 
ged the Senate not to pass the bill 
which would intensify the hardships 
that the miners had to endure. “Give 
us a chance to live” said delegate 
Livernash, “you are doing agreat deal 
for speculators and much for your 
contractors. We want to know where 
the miners come in,“ He exhibited 
diagrams to show that the proposed 
land grant would effectually shut ovt 
the working miners from a share of 
the wealth of the Yukon, and that the 
whole of the mineral wealth would go 
to Mackenzie & Mann, 

That afternoon the Minister of 
Justice moved the second reading of 
the bill. He spoke long but with signs 
of anxiety in his manner. The Sec- 
retary of State who spoke later was 
despondent, At the close of the week 
before they had been more hopeful, 
The railway magnates and other in- 
fluential lobby operators had reported 
a fair prospect of carrying the measure, 

The names of no less than fifteen 
Liberal Conservative Senators were 
down in the contractors’ lists. But by 
Tuesday night it began to appear that 
no such vote was in sight. Sir Frank 
Sinith. a lite-long friend of the Cana- 
dian Pacific, announced his intention 
of voting for the measure, Senators 
Miller, of Nova Scotia, Prowse, of 
Prince Edward Island, Wood, of New 
Brunswick, Bolduc, of Quebec, Kir- 
choffer, of Manitobo, Perley, of the 
North West, Macdonald, of British 
Columbia, aud Mr. McCallum, of 
Ontario, were among the witnesses 
against the measure, The week 
closed with the result no longer 
doubtful. The bill will get the six

NO BOUNTY FOR BUTTER 

Part of two days was devoted by the 
Commons to the resolution of Mr. 
Reid, of Grenville, in favor of a Do- 
minion bounty of one cent. per 
pound to the producer of butter of 
approved quality for export. He and 
those who followed him on the same 
side, gave strong reasons for tbe 
policy recommended. They showed 
that the growth of the cheese trade 
with Great Britain was approaching 
italimit. The British people already 
procure from Canada two-thirds ot the 
cheese they buy from abroad, They 

rocure only three pounds of Canad- 
an butter for each one hundred 
pounds imported from other countries, 

Where Canada sends one pound of 
hatter to the British Islands, little 
Denmark alone sends fourteen, 

Mr. Reid sees in this condition of 
things a great future for the Canadian 
butter maker. Time was when Den- 
mark was obliged to offer Govern- 
ment encouragement to the butter 


producers to induce them to seek the

THE FRANCHISE BILL 

The Government Franchise hill, as 
everybody knows, is a scheme to hold 
the Dominion elections on the provin- 
cial lists, Solicitor General Fitzpat- 
rick introduced the measure, which 
has since been the order of business on 
Government days. Sir Charles Tup- 
per is prepared to meet the Govern- 
menthalf way on the matter. He 
does not ask that the present law be 
retained, but holds that the Dominion 
should not surrender the control of its 
suffrages to other bodies, As Mr. 
McNeil put it, the Dominion should 
not interfere with the provincial elec- 
torate, and should not permit the in- 
terference of another legislature with 
the Federal franchise. The discussion 
has in the maln been dignified 
and argumentative. Both sides say 
they want a simple and broad fran- 
chise, fair to both parties and not too 
costly. . 

The Nova Scotia and Manitoba Lib- 
eral Conservatives do not believe in 
the provincial system. Mr, Mills of 
Annapolis showed that in Nova Scotia 
it contained disqualifications which 
originated in hostility to Canada, In 
fact one of the framers of the system 
declared that no man should havea 
vote ho had the smell of Canada 
upon him.” Mr, Mills and Dr. Roche 
pointed out numerous cases of parti. 
zanship, and some instances of fraud 
and erhne in the preparation of the 
lists in Nova Scotia and in Manitoba, 

THE PLEBISCITE 

A fortnight ago the Minister of 
Justice informed the Senate that the 
plediscite bill would be brought down 
ina fortnight. It has not appeared 
vet. and the Premier was non-com- 
mittal two days ago as to when it 
would beintroduced. Meanwhile the 
prohibitionists are a little anxious lest 
direct taxation should be included in 
the question submit A delegation 
from the Methodist General Confer- 
ence headed by Dr. Carmen, pleaded 
with the first minister on Tuesday, 
Sir Wilfrid did not renew his promise 
to submit the question of prohibition 
toa simply yea and nay vote. He 
told the ministers that all matters 
incident to the issue ought to be in- 
closed, The delegates replied chat if 
arguments were given on oneside they 
should be on the other, In this con- 
nection it may be worth stating that 
since January 1807, permits have been 
issued to carry 11,752 gallons of liquor 
from the North West into the Yukon. 

NOTES 

When Lister’s committee began [the 
investigation of the Drummond con- 
tract, the Senators suspended the 
enquiry they had on hand. Afterward 
when Mr. Greenshield did not answer 
the questions and Mr. Lister ruled 
thera out, the Senate resumed. Now 
it is announced that Mr. Greenshields 
will return and answer all the ques- 
tions. Meanwhile it is shown that 
Mr. Blair has made a better bargain 
with both the Grand Trunk and the 
Drummond counties companies than 
the one which the Senate threw out 
last year. The Senators are rather 
proud of having saved that much to 
the country. 

Members ot Parliament supporting 
the Government spent two whole 
mornings in caucus last week com- 
plaining about the administration of 
patronage, They say that too many 
tories remain in high civil service posi-

A LETTER FROM THE WILLIS 
EXPEDITION

TENDERS FOR BRIDGES 


A Taste of High Life—Hard Work, 
But Every Man Well and Hearty 
and Enjoying Himself—The Trip 
to the Gold Fields a Picnic for Them 


Tun HERALD received a copy of the 
Duphage Semi-Weekly Press, of Nap- 
erville, Illinois, with the following 
interesting letter: 

On the Trail, March 24, 1898, 

Mr. Editor and friends in and about 
Naperville: 

We are in camp on the south side of 
Swan mountain, N or sixty miles 
southeast of Lesser Slave Lake, and 
about 150 miles from Edmonton, We 
make on an average about fifteen 
miles a day where the roads are not 
too hilly; we are all well and enjoying 
ourselves as much us possibie under 
the circumstances, I had not the 
remotest idea that I could develop 
into sc good acayuse driver as I am, 
and to talk about walking, why, it 
tires me no more to walk twent 
miles than it used at home to walk 
two miles. Three dog teams passed 
through our tag oD sng A on thelr way 
to Lesser Slave ke, with mail and 
other small articles, and 1 expect to 
get some letters when we arrive at 
the lake on March 5th. 

We have just pulled into camp 
about half way up the Swan moun- 
tain. The weather is fine and snow 
about four feet deep. Tomorrow we 
will have to break trail for about six 
miles through deep snow and heavy 
timber. Capt. Willis says it is a very 
hilly country to get through, but we 
willturn out with the other parties 
that are here and will have about 100 
men at the job, and will get through 
in a couple of days. I am now sitting 
in front of alog fire out in the woods 
with the boys all round me talking 
and having a good time. We have 
made beds of boughs and spread our 
blankets on them and they are quite 
comfortable. The weather is fine and 
we have a thaw every day. Parties 
coming through trom Edmonton say 
the trail is bare in a good many places, 
so we are in luck to get so far before 
the snow leavesus. After going this 
six miles we strike the Swan river, 
which we follow for abont 45 miles 
to Lesser Slave Lake, where we will 
rest afew days and then strike out 
for the Peace river country. We are 
told that from the Swan river the 
trail will not beso bad, unless the ice 
breaks up too soon; in that case we 
will follow up the stream. The trail is 
full ot people bound for Klondike, but 
they will not all get through as there 
are some outfits that looks very slim 
compared with ours, 

We are now experiencing a_ taste of 
high life on the topfof Swan Mountain, 
and breaking a trail where no man 
has ever been, and our crowd are in 
the lead; every man is well and as 
hearty as bears. If any one gets 
anxious to come to Klondike tell them 
it is a picnic; all we have to do is to 
drive from two to four cayuse ponies 
and walk every foot of the way. and 
going up the mountain we putapulley 
two or three hundred yards ahead and 
hook on to the toboggan and pull up 
ponies and all, It takes about 12 men to 
man the outfit and it makes us have 
an appetite at mealtimes which would 
makea wolf grow green with envy, 
and work every day, Sunday included. 

If we get over this mountain and 
down on Swan river we will strike a 
Hudson Bay post near tha Lake where 
we can buv anything we want. When 
we reach Peace river valley we expect 
to find a beautiful country: they claim 
it is superior to the country about Ed- 
monton, Although today we are 
practically lost in the woods, we have 
talent, brawn and provisions enough 
to get over tothe lake, though we do 
not know how soon, There is no 
homesickness or blues here; our deter- 
mination at this moment is to push 
right on to the land of gold more than 
ever. I shall have a chance to send 
this hack to Edmonton in the morning 
so will close and await the next op- 
portunity to let you know how we get 
out of this,
